Declaration in the Edmonton Federal 
Constituency Took Place Yesterday 
afternoon, Hon Frank Oliver has 
Majority of 2,817 votes Over Mis Up- 
ponent, J. O. Hyndman.—The Ma- 
jorities. 


At the office of Returning Officer W. J. 
Ibbotson yesterday afterroon Hon. Frank 
Oliver was declared elected for the Ed- 
menton constituency by a majority of 
2,517, This is the largest majority of any 
cabinet minister, and is only surpassed 
by three members in the Dominion, The 
total vote stood Oliver 5,212, Hyndman 
2,895. Mr. Hyndman thus saves his de- 
pOsit by 193 votes, 

When the recount was being made on 
Monday the returns from five polls Goose 
Encampment, Carrot River, Peavine, Jef- 
fray and Lamoureaux were found to have 
been enclosed in the envelopes by mis- 
take of the deputy returning officers ‘n- 
stead of left loose in the ballot box. An 
adjcurnment was then made till yester- 
day afternoon in order that the figures 
from these polls might be obtained. Yes 
terday three had come to hand but to se- 
race the other two, Goose Encampment 
Jeffray it was found necessary to 
‘pen the envelopes, 

Whis the returning officer did in the 
presence of representatives of both can- 
didates and after securing the necessary 
returns re-sealed the packets and = en- 
dorsed upon the back “opened by the re- 
turning officer in the presence of repre- 
sentatives of both parties.” Several of 
those present were asked to sign this en- 
dorsation but Mr. Hyndman and his 
agent, J. E. Wallbridge, refused to do so. 
Mr. Wallbridge argued that the return- 
ing officer had no right to open the pac 
kets but the latter replied that he had 
secured legal advice since Monday and 
Was quite willing to take the responsibil- 
ity for his action. After the total num- 
ber of votes cast had been ascertained, 
Hon. Mr. Oliver was declared elected,

Famous English Publisher Speaks at 
Banguet in New York. 


New York,Nov, I—Lord Northeliffe, 
the famous English newspaper pub- 
hsher, who until his elevation by 
King Edward was Alired Harmsworth, 
was the guest of honor last night at 
the banquet of the Pilgrims of the 
United States at Delmonico’s. The 
tonst of ‘President Roosevelt and King 
Edward” having been pledged, Mr. 
Duncan introduced Colonel Harvey, 
who made the welcoming address to 
Lord Northeliffe. The British journ- 
alist and publisher responded as fol- 
lows :— 

“The object of the Pilgrims is the 
promotion of the sentiment of ‘broth- 
e hood among the nations und especi- 
#lly the cultivation of an unwritten 
friendship between the inhabitants of 
the United States and of the British 
empire. Those relations, which have 
undergone a great many family tiffs 
in the last three hundred years, have, 
to the best of my knowledge, rarely 
Yeen so pleasant as at this time. 

“There have been times when from 
the point of view of John Bull we 
should have felt a little happier if, 
instead of the Pilgrims landing on 
Plymouth Rock, Plymouth Rock had 
landed on tbe Pilgrims. 

“There hve been times also, as on 
the occasion when the ladies of the 
United States fitted out an hospital 
ship for the help of our eoldiers in 
the South African war, when we have 
realized thet after all there is some- 
thing in the Btatement that blood is 
thicker than water. I do not remem- 
ber thet any other people ever fitted 
out an hospital ship for us. though 
there was a good deal of talk of fit 
fing out ships of unother deserip- 
tion.” 

Lord Northeliffe then remarked that 
he had not altogether obliterated the 
idea of future friction between the 
United States and Great Britain from 
his mind. He stated that he had 
“selected his own individual Ameri- 
cans to ecrap,”’ adding that he had 
“compared weights with George Har- 
vey and Arthur Brisbane.”

DEBATE IN REICHSTAG 


Refuses to Supple- 
ment His First Statement on the 
Famous Telegraph Interview, and 
the Situation Is Accented By Par- 
liament and Public With Resig-

Berlin, Noy. 11—The dedate on the 
interpellations regarding the emper- 
or's famows London, Telegraph inter- 
view was continued téday in the reich- 
stag before crowded galleries, While 
the debate was going on the wires be- 
tween Berlin’ ‘awd Donaueschigen, 
where the emperor is staying, a guest 
of Prince Von Fuerstenberg, were kept 
busy with reports of the proceedings. 
Contrary to expectations Chancellor 
Von Buelow did not add anything to 
his reply of yesterday and the debate 
died out for sheer lack of anything 
further that could be said. The em- 
peror’s injurious impulsiveness was 
the theme of all the speakers of every 
party. The additional themes were 
the emperor's personal rule and the 
chancellor's iailure to reply to some of 
the points raised in the interpella- 
tions. The situation is finally accept- 
ed with a semblance of resignation. 
Chancellor Von Buelow evidently be- 
ing immovable from his ground of 
silence. 

No Calls of “Order.” 

An atempt made by the Progressive 
party to have a motion recommending 
an nddress to the emperor placed on 
the order of business for tomorrow, 
was rejected by a decisive majority. 
The only official interposition in the 
debate was that of the new deputy 
and toreign secretary, Kinderlon and 
Wechter, who aroused, ironical laugh- 
ter from all parts of the chamber by 
a feeble attempt to exonerate the for- 
eign effice from the responsibility of 
the samous interview. “One® of the 
most astonishing features of the two 
days’ debate was the fact that there 
was not « single call of order, al- 
though things were said of the em- 
peror that on other occasions would 
have been lese maieste, 

The blame fer the emperor’s faux 
pes is attributed by Baron Gamp, of 
the Conservatives, to the inability of 
the emperor’s adviser’s to inform him 
1 his constitutional duties and limi- 
tations. 

“Coprivi,” said the baron, “was a 
soldier who always defined his duty os 
merely to obey Prince Hohenlohe. 
Valuable as he was to the empire, he 
never obtained a strong hold over 
the emperor, Chancellor Von Buelow 
has ot times exerted considerable in- 
fluence over his majesty, but I would 
like to know the -basis of His convie- 
tions that the emperor will be more 
reserved in the future than in the 


past.”

Robert Van Sands, of Austin, the 
father of Attorney Van Sands, tele- 
phoned the Thompsons yesterday aft- 
ernoon that he had placed his son on 
a Rock Island train and that the 
young lawyer would reside in Arizona 
for a year or more, But Mr. Thonrp- 
son, fearing an attack on the house,
